held next Thursday. The matters are 
of a constitutional nature and there- 
fore a quorum of 100 members is 
necessary before the amendments, ctax 
hti passed. Following this the 
M.W.6.A.A. wlU hold its annual meet- 
ing. 

The first motion dealing with a 
constitutional change seeks to raise 
the present University Fee of eleven 
dollars to twelve. It is pointed out 
that, while at present the Women's 
Unloij receives only one dollar a rais- 
ing- of the fees will result in the in- 
.«tltution receiving two dollars.

The m^mmmm stated, was 
rnily very' close to the earth, that Is, 
compaied^jlth other planets, being 
only a»^g|niles distant. It would 
be, bowerar, a ' .very ' Unpleasant , place 
for .«.hufflin being to' exist. The moon 
Is .not .'supplled with any water or at- 
mosphere, and Is consequently a life- 
less, soundless world. The ^moon al- 
ways keeps the same face towards the 
sun; its day tbarefore, 1«. the time it 
takes it <to revolve on its„own.axla, Is 
.equivalent to 38 earthly days. For this 
reason the moon is subject to tremen- 
dous changes of temperature. At' noon 
in the summerthne, the temperature 
would be about 360 degrees F. and In 
the winter-330 degrees F. 

De Kinder, , in speaking of the 
planets, outlined Sir James Jeans' 
theory of the origin of the Universe, 
and dealt with each planet in turn. 
The planet. Venus, be said, of all the 
objects in the heavens,: most nearly 
resembles our eartb. There, If any- 
where, exists life more nearly, like our 
own. . . > ,. 

Mr. HaU described, the .fifcm, the 
centre of the system, and told of its 
origin, lts:;nature, and. various phen- 
omena vlbj.. connection with It, which 
men bavé observed.^' Ainong the mat- 
ters dealt with, were sun spots, prom- 
inences, and eclipses.

The Athletic Fee 

Here are the facts. 

Every parent who sends Ills son la ivisaiU has to 
pay~a lump sum as fees to the College. He has no 
choice as to whether he pays part of It or all of it, 
or as to how It is to be used. Hé can send liis son 
on no other condition. The college then takes.ten 
dollars of this money and spends it on speotàtoirlàl 
athletics; a total dlvei-slou out of the men's fees of 
about seventeen tliousand dollars a year. In addi- 
tion to this -there gees to athletics,— meaning always 
spectatorial athletics, " the whole ot the .enormous 
gate receipts from football' and the large sums 
coming as the college, shai'e of the hockey receipts. 



With the money thus collected ^^it the gale and 
diverted from the fees the collcjc pay's the cost of 
feeding players, training them and sending teams,— 
not only football, but' basketball,, tennis, ping-pong, 
J.don't know what, but, all sorts of teams to all sorts 
of . places.
